The Committee on the Judiciary, to which was referred the bill 
(S. 1781 for the relief of Titus Radulesco-Pogoneano. having con- 
sidered the same, reports favorably thereon without amendment and 
recommend that the bill do pass 


PURPOSE OF THE BILI 


The purpose of the bill is to grant the status of permanent residence 
in the United States to Titus Radulesco-Pogoneano. The bill provides 
for an appropriate quota deduction and for the payment of the required 
visa fee and head tax. 

STATEMENT OF FACTS 


The beneficiary of the bill is a 37-year-old native and citizen of 
Rumania who last entered the United States on September 16, 1949, 
as an employee of the United Nations. He left his employment with 
the United Nations on December 14, 1949, and since that time has 
been employed by the National Committee for a Free Europe 

A letter dated June 11, 1951, to the chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on the Judiciary from the Deputy Attorney General with ref- 
erence to S. 598, which was a bill introduced in this Congress for the 
relief of the same alien, reads as follows:

The Department of State informed the Immizration and Naturalization Service 
on February 13, 1950, that the alien had terminated his serviee with the United 
Nations on December 14, 1949, and that he planned to leave for Geneva, Switzer 
land, on December 15, 1949 Mr. Radulesco-Pogoneano did not depart, however, 
it secured the introduction of a bill, 8S. 4005, in the Eighty-first Congress, to 
prolong his stay in this country until Deeember 31, 1950. 
The files further reveal that the alien was employed in the United Nations 
as an official record writer, and that prior to coming to the United States, he

country, he could go to Switzerland or France, but alleges that he cannot return 
R inia because he is opposed to the Government of that country. 
Inasmuch as he is not employed by the United Nations, he is no longer entitled 
to the exempt status accorded representative f the United Nations. There- 
fore, he cannot remain in this country indefinitely, and since the quota of Rumania, 
to which the alien is chargeable, is oversubscribed a quota immigration visa Is 
not readily obtainable. While it appears that he desires to remain indefinitely 
he United States, the bill would merely extend his temporary stay until 
December 31, 1951, and would not adjust his status to that of a permanent resi- 
dent in this country The reeord, however, presents no impelling reason for 
ranting him an extension of his temporary status 
Accordingly, the Departme: f Justic able » recommend enactment
